It left 
the State in February for Fort Donelson, 
participating In the capture of that strong- 
ly fortified position. The regiuient was af- 
terwards removed to Shiloh, where iu the 
division of Gen. Lew Wallace it was ac-

This brigade was organized at Bolivar, 
Tennessee, in the month of November, 18G2, 
under the command of Colonel (now Bre- 
vent Major General) M. D. Leggett, of the 
seventy-eighth Ohio, who commanded it 
during the campaign through Northern 
Mississippi to Water Valley and back to 
Memphis, and thence down the Mississippi 
river to I^ake Providence, thence to Milli- 
ken's Bend, and iu that memorable cam- 
paign in the rear of Vicksburg, participating 
in all the battles fought in that campaign. 
(Jol. Liggett having been promoted to a 
Hrigadier General, still retaining command 
ot the brigade until in June, 1803, he was 
assigned to the command of the first brig- 
ade, when the command devolved on Colo- 
nel (now Brevet Major General) M. F. 
Force, of the twentieth Ohio, who com- 
manded it until November, 1863, when he 
was assigned to the command of the first 
brigade, third division of the Seventeenth 
Army Corps. The command then devolved 
on Colonel (now Brigadier General) R. K. 
Scott, of the sixty-eighth Ohio, who com- 
manded it until the 22d of July, in front of 
Atlanta, where he was taken prisoner, 
when the command devolved on 
now Brevet Brigadier General) G. F. Wiles 
of the seventy-eighth Ohio, who command- 
ed until Colonel Scott was exchanged, on 
i lie SBth day of Septeml^er, 1NJ4, when 
he resumed command 
aud commanded it until 
December, 1804, while at Savannah, Ga., 
when be was granted a leave of absence to 
go North to recuperate his health and visit 
his family in Ohio. While at home he was 
appointed a Brigadier General, on the 12th 
lay of January, 1K6... He rejoined the brig- 
ade at Goldsboro, N. C, on the 25th day of 
March, 1805, aud resumed command of the 
brigade, since which time be has command- 

< d it. During his absence in January and 
February, 1805, Col. G. F. Wiles, of the 78th 

< )hio, commanded the brigade. The brig- 
ade has been iu all the principal battles aud 
marches in which the Army of the Tennes- 
see has taken part, from Fort Donelson up 
to the surrender of Johnston in North Car- 
olina.

TWENTIETH OHIO VOLUNTEERS. 

The 20ih Ohio veteran volunteers was or- 
ganized at Camp Chase, Ohio, in the 
months of September and October, UN, 
and first commanded by Col. Chas. Whit- 
tlesey, of Cleveland, Ohio. It was engaged 
during tne winter of lsfil and InJJ in quell- 
ing an insurrectionary district in Ken- 
tucky. In February it moved up the Cum- 
l>erlaud river, was in the battle of Fort Don- 
elson, aud thereafter became a part of 
Oram's army of the West, now known as 
the Army of the Teuuessee. The battles 
aud marchesof thisfain ms army are the re- 
cord of the regiment. Fort Donelson, Shi- 
loh, Bolivar, Matamora, Mississippi Cen- 
tral Expedition. Thompson's Hills, Ray- 
mond, Jackson, Champion Hills, siege of 
Vicksburg, Meridian raid, Big Shanty, 
Kenesaw, Nickajack, and Atlanta 22d and 
2Slh, at the siege of Atlanta, Jonesboro, 
and Lovejoy— the pursuit of Hood in north 
G-K>rgia and Alabama — Sbermau's inarch 
to the sea and through the Carolina*, par- 
i ticipating iu the battles of Savannah, IV- 
cotaligo, Orangeburg, Benuettsville, &c. 
The regiment re-enli*ied as veteran volun- 
teers at Vicksburg, Miss., on the 1st day of 
I January, 1864; it has lost in action since 
i coining into the field nearly four Jiundred 
men; its present aggregate is five hundred. 
Soon after the battle of Shiloh Col. Whit- 
tlesey resigned, and was succeeded by Col. 
M. F. Force (now Brevet Major General). 
Since Gen. Force's promotion the regiment 
has not had a Colonel — not having the 
"minimum'' reuuired tosecureaud muster 
in that grade. It has since been command- 
ed successively by Lieut. Col. J. N. M«-K1- 
roy, Lieut. Col. J. C. Frv, Lieut. Col. Har- 
ry Wilson. The latter of whom has com- 
manded on fie inarch through Georgia and 
the Carolinaa. The following is at present 
the field and staff of the regiment: Harry 
Wilson, Lieut.

It returued 
to Atlanta, and joined in campaigns 
I through Georgia to Savaunah; thence to 
Pocotaligo, through South aud North Caro- 
lina to Richmond and Washington; thence 
to the beautiful city of Louisville, Ky., hav- 
ing marched in all over 6000 miles by laud,

regiment baa had upon its rolls nearly two 
thousand men. It has now an aggregate of 
live hundred (500), about 1500 beiug killed, 
died of disease, discharged or mustered out.

At 
the expiration of three months, the regi- 
ment was recruited for the term of three 
years, retaining its number and original 
Field Officers; and was stationed during 
this time^ at Cairo, Illinois.

its present Colonel. Shortly after its or- 
ganization the regimeut was called to Pitts- 
burg Lauding, Teuuessee, where it joined 
the grand army under Major Geueral Grant, 
then about to advance on Corinth. It was 
assigned to the first brigade, sixth division. 
The regiment participated in the battle of 
Corinth, October 3d and 4th, 1862, and in 
the Mississippi raid, after which it was or- 
dered to Lake Providence, Louisiana. It 
look an active part duriug the siege and 
battles before Vicksburg. After the fall of 
the city it was ordered to Natchez, where 
it was mounted, and did active service for 
four mouths. Ou the Nth of March the 
regiment proceeded to Wisconsiu on vete- 
ran furlough, and returned to the field on 
the 2ki day of April, 1864, reporting to Bre- 
vet Major General Leggett, commanding 
the third division of the seventeenth army 
corps. Under his command it participated 
iu the campaign before Kenesaw, ou the 
Chattahoochie, and around Atlanta—in the 
battles of JoneslKtro, Ltvejoy's Station, Sa- 
vaunah, Pocotaligo, Orangeburg, Coluin- 
> hia, Bentonville. The regiment now uuui- 
J hers thirty-four commissioned officers and 
I 7j29 non-commissioned officers and privates, 
i making an aggregate of 761 present and ab- 
sent. The field and staff officers are A. G. 
I Malloy, Brevet Brigadier General; Donald 
D. Scott, Lieutenant Colonel; P. H. Mc- 
Cauley, Major; Hardy Dennisten, Adjutant: 
Richard Phelan, Quartermaster; George 
St. Suue, Assistant Surgeon; Francis Fus- 
seder, Chapiain. 

Some of the papers in New England are 
agitating the formation of Associations, 
with adequate capital and suitable officers, 
to promote emigration into the Southern 
States. The World, of course, takes ground 
against this, aud says it can't be done. So 
also, that paper contended that the rebellion 
could never be put down, aud that the legal 
tender notes would ruin the country. The 
precise mode of action recommended was 
tried iu Kansas, and rescued that State 
from slavery. It is entirely feasible, and 
we hope will be extensively tried. A large 
body of emigrants from the Northern States 
will desire to settle in the South, as soou as 
affairs are more settled, and co-operative ef- 
fort will cheapen tbeir removal, aud secure 
them many advantages as new settlers, 
such as school houses and churches. Un- 
der such circumstancea also, emigrants 
will be better able to stand up against a 
hostile and perhaps turbulent public opin- 
ion than if settling singly at considerable 
intervals of territory. We see it stated that 
already a large company has been formed, 
having its headquarters at Richmond, Va., 
and denominated the Virginia Emigration 
and Land Company, which has for its ob- 
ject the repopulatiou of Virginia, which 
' certainly offers many inducements to set- 
tlers. One leading object of this company 
is to facilitate the transfer of Virginia lands 
by bringing them into the market . for sale 
iu small farms, which it is expected emi- 
grant* from the North will eagerly take up.

VOLUNTEER INFANTRY. 

This regiment was organized atNapoleon, 
Ohio, November 21st, ls»;i, from whence it 
moved to Camp Chase, Ohio, January 13th. 
1862, anil moved from thence, February 
12th, I8r52, by way of Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville to Paducah, Ky., where it joined the 
fleet, then about to move up the Cumber- 
land river against Fort Donelson. The reg- 
iment disembarked below the Fort and 
joined Grant's army aud took part in the 
reduction of that rebel strong hold. < >n the 
10th of March following it moved across the 
country with the balance of the army to 
Metal Landing on the Tennessee river, six 
miles above Fort Henry, where it took 
steamer for Pittsburg Landing, but before 
arriving there received orders to stop at

train at Crump's Landing. It took part 
iu the skirmishes in the advance on 
Corinth, and the seige of that place. 
After the fall of Corinth it was marched 
to Bolivar, Teunessee, and took part in the 
movement on luka, and in the battle of 
Mattauiora on the Hatchie river, with 
Price and Vau Dorn; after which it formed 
a part of the second brigade of Gen. John 
A. Logan's division, and was in the North- 
ern Mississippi campaign, and arrived at 
Memphis, Tennessee, January 25, 1863; 
Irotn thence it moved down the Mississippi 
to Lake Providence, and helped to dig the 
canal from the river to the lake at that 
place; from there it moved down the river 
to Minikin's Bend, and assisted in building 
the military road from the Bend to New 
Carthage— the road by which Grant's army 
moved to gain the river below Vicksburg — 
aud on the 1st day of May, 18<>3, it crossed 
the Mississippi and took part in the battle 
of Thompson's Hill, following the enemy 
closely, it took part iu the battles of Ray- 
mond, Mississippi, May 18, lsoi, and Jack- 
son, Mississippi. May 14, aud Champion 
Hills, May 16. 18t>3, and participated in the 
entire siege of Vicksburg, and all the raids 
in Mississippi, from Vicksburg to Jackson, 
Canton, Bogachitta, Meridian, and the 
Monroe raid, in Louisiana. The regiment 
re-organized as veterans December 15, 1863, 
and went home as a veteran organization 
iu April. After returning to Cairo, May 
10, it moved with ils old brigade, second, 
third division, Seventeenth Army Corps, 
up the Tennessee river to Clifton Lauding, 
from there it marched across the country 
to Huntsville, Alabama, from there 
to Rome, Georgia, from Rime to 
to Ackworth, where it joined Sherman's 
Army. It participated in the fight at Big 
Shanty, Busby Mountain, Kenesaw, Nick- 
ajack Creek, Atlanta, July 21st, 22d aud 
23d, and the entire siege of Atlanta; also at 
Jonesboro and Lovejoy Station; also in the 
famous chase after Hood through Northern 
Georgia and Alabama, and in "Sherman's 
march to the Saa."

l'apers devoted to anarchy-, ill-will and 
the devil, are busy collecting evidence that 
negroes won't work iu a state of freedom. 
They snap at all accounts representing 
slaves leaving their beatific homes and 
crowding in unmanageable throngs about 
military posts, asking protection, shelter 
and food. Some of these accounts are par- 
tially authentic, others are rank and ill-in- 
tentioned fabrications.

The 
facts are of no consequence, nor the circum- 
stance that they legitimately conduct to 
some wholly different or even opposite 
conclusion than the one assumed by these 
philosophers. They set out with the affirm- 
ation that "niggers" will not work except 
under the compulsion of the lash, and they 
strut over the feat of arriving at the same 
statement hs a conclusion, although the 
pretended "facte" that lead to it might be 
utterly unfounded, and the real facte bear- 
ing upon the case utterly at variance with 
such a conclusion. 

These repositories of conservative wisdom 
have much to say of couise about the hap- 
piness of the negro in a state of bondage. 
They don't explain to us the extraordinary 
phenomenon of men and women by the 
thousand, scattered over vast sections of 
country, leaving these happy homes where 
reciprocal affection rooted in reciprocal 
service blooms in perpetual sweetness like 
the orange-tree, and braving unknown 
perils and intolerable hardships, tramp off 
to unknown regions in pursuit of happi- 
ness. They don't explain to us the neces- 
sity of binding the slave down to his hap- 
piness by savage and bloody laws which 
dishonor Christendom. They don't stoop 
to point out the propriety ef this clause for 
instance in the Slave Code of Kentucky: 

If the owner or hirer of a slave shall li- 
cense him to go at large, and trade as a free- 
man, or shall permit him to go at large, 
and hire himself out for his own benefit, or 
that of others, he shall be fined forty dollars 
for each offense. 

This clause was confessedly enacted to 
prevent slaves from earning the means to 
securing their own freedom by purchase. 
If negroes wont work for pay, what neces- 
sity was there for such a law ? We dont 
ask the question expecting any answer. 
Neither do we expect any explanation of 
the whimsical magnanimity that occasion- 
ally need to be exhibited, in requiting a 
favorite slave for prolonged and sigual 
fidelity of service, by giving him his free- 
dom and turning him adrift from his hap- 
py home, cutting him off forever from the 
further enjoyment of the "beneficent lash." 
Nor do we hope for any use to be made by 
these logicians of the rathei singular fact 
that there are a good many thousand ne- 
in this city working for wages with 
industry and no little success in 
inst formidable difficulties. AH 
they consider wholly irrela.-ent 
and contemptible. Agninst them all they 
fulminate their "cursed be Ham," and the 
juent humbug that slavery ia in 
» with Divine decrees, and a bless- 
ing to both races. 

But to those who can reason, whose 
brains have not been stupefied by the 
ichor of this poisonous, devil-born institu- 
tion of slavery, we desire to present a con- 
sideration or two. It is not extravagant 
or fanatical to assume that there is a great 
deal of average human nature in the negro. 
That he is actuated by motives more or less 
i to those which constitute the grand 
? of the world's activity generally, 
he is stimulated by hunger, cold, pas-

ANNUAL, ASSESSMENT OF INCOMES 
AND LICENSE* I OK 18«5. 
The returns of tax-payers for the annftal 
income and licenses of lH&j have been re- 
turned to the Assessor of this District and 
they can be examined for the next ten 
days for appeals and correotionB. This 
list includes only the city of Louisville 
and county of Jefferson. The counties of 
Henry. Oldham, and Owen will probably 
be completed in fifteen or twenty days, 
when the lists will be sent to the county 
seats for examination by the citizeus of 
the respective counties. 

After the lists are made up and returned 
to the Collector they cannot be corrected 
on appeal. All who have failed or neg- 
lected to make returns to the Assistant 
Assessors are now liable to the penalty as 
prescribed by the law, except they can 
furnish a legal excuse. 

We are glad to be informed by the As- 
sessor that the income and licenses re- 
turned for the year 1SU5 are much larger 
in amount than for the year 18W, proba- 
bly three times as large. It is expected 
that the annual assessment of this Con- 
gressional District, including the city of 
Louisville aud the counties of Jefferson, 
oldhain, Henry, and Owen, will amount 
to one mtilion und possibly eleven hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 
We have the same cheering intelligence 
all parte of the loyal States. We 
sincerely hope that the improvements 
which experience has suggested in the as- 
sessment and collection of the internal 
revenue may be so great as to authorize 
a large deduction of the income tax iu 
the year I860. 

How the South Regards It. 

The Macon Telegraph, of May 30th, con- 
tains an article, which deals squarely with 
the question: "What shall the South do with 
the emancipated slaves?" It argues that 
the question can ot be shunned, but must 
be dealt with. Here is a single quotation: 

Hence, we say, the States have got to 
take up this business, and in Georgia, this 
great and knotty question stares us in the 
face— how are we going to prevent half 'a 
million emancipated negroes froui being 
vagrants and public burdens, lounging 
about iu towns and neighborhoods and 
spreading moral and physical disease 
among the people? How are we going to 
make them, instead, useful members of so- 
ciety— good laborers— comfortable, well-fed 
aud happy, as they were before the eman- 
cipation? To look at the question in its 
private as well as public aspect, how- 
are you, Mr. Planter, to prosecute your la- 
bors with freedmen instead of slaves— main- 
tain discipline and efficiency, neighborhood 
order and security, suppress vagrancy 
around you— protect property, secure the 
comfort and well being of your laborers, and 
enforce justice and order among themselves? 
Now these are the great questions we 
should bethinking and talfingover; and 
depend upon it we have got to seize them 
ourselves, and upon their solution hangs 
the question of beggary or comfort, pros- 
perity or ruin for the State of Georgia, and 
for yourselves and ourselves. Talk about 
"Yankees." It is time we were all Yan- 
kees, if by the term it meant a shrewd, en- 
ergetic aud indomitable encounter with dif- 
ficulties. Tell us about "Abolitionists'" 
We are all Abolitionists by force of events 
—by the stern logic of war. 

The Telegraph thereupon exhorts the 
Southern people to dismiss their "sulky 
bickerings," bury the dead past, and ad- 
dress themselves to facte as they find them. 
It concludes thus: 

Accept the inevitable liat of the powers 
that be, aud co-operate with the Govern- 
ment to remedy the mischief as much as 
possible. Come one, come all, to this work. 
Now our politics will have some marrow in 
them. Now our future Assembi vmen will 
settle questions and difficulties ati'ecting the 
weal of every household. Now we must 
cease to elect representatives per force of 
whisky aud tobacco. Now we have got to 
think and to work, and to do both wisely.

The New Misruuri Constitution. 

The following are the salient points of 
the new Constitution just adopted in Mis- 
souri: 

It declares Missouri a free State forever. 

It establishes the equality of all men be- 
fore the law. 

It prohibits legislation interfering with 
the personal rights of men on account of 
their color. 

It declares that Missouri shall ever re- 
oiain a member of the American Union. 

It excludes from the ballot-box and from 
office traitors, rebels, rebel sympathizers, 
guerrilla marauders, bushwhackers, and 
ilieir aiders and abettors. 

It in like manuer excludes Knights of 
i he GoUlen Circle, Sons ol Liberty, and 

< >. A. K.8. 

It in like manner excludes those who en- 
rolled themselves as disloyal, or as SoiUh- 
t rn sympathizers, to avoid military dot J. 

It provides for au efficient registration of 
voters, thereby securing the exclusion of 
illegal votes. 

It removes the rule requiriug treason to 
be proved by at least two witnesses, and 
•eaves it to be proved as any other crime. 

It invites immigration from Europe, by 
extending the elective franchise to those 
j»ersons of foreign birth who have, more 
Man one year before a u election, declared 
their intention, according to law, to become 
citizens of the United States. 

It forbids private, local and special legis- 
lation, which lor thirty years has cursed 
:he State, and brings the Stale under a 
uniform system of general laws. 

It prohibits lotteries. 

It forbids the Legislature making com- 
|>ensaliou for emancipated slaves. 

The Cleveland leader says, of Governor 
Brough's letter, declining t > be a candidate 
for re-election: 

Tnis letter will raise Goveruor Brough 
Mcfcor than he has ever before stood in the 
opinions and affections of the people. To 
have written it is ten times more honorable 
than to have been re-elected Governor of 
Ohio. Its frank sincerity, its modesty, its 
dignity, its clear, calm earnestness, its self- 
lorgetful patriotism, are so plainly legible, 
that it will disarm Brough's bitterest ene- 
my. Such a letter is the fitting climax of 
an official career of uiiqm stioned honesty, 
-ingular fidelity, rare ability, and unprece- 
dented success. It clones that career as 
honorably as thejnonster majority of one 
hundred thousand, by which John Brough 
was elected, commenced it. 

Those English journals which are now so

The Hi »t on staten Island— The Killed 
and Wounded. 

New York, June IB, — In the matter of 
the riot on Staten Island last evening, it 
appears the citizens were eutertaiuing the 
Iwd regiment, just returned from the war. 
Some of the members of a detachment of 
the (Kith, guarding the cotton on the quar- 
antine grounds, came to the place of enter- 
tainment and were in a Iriendly spirit 
asked to take refreshments, and partook of 
il afterwards. A discussion sprung up 
about the merits of the two regiments, in 
which the citizens participated, and a couple 
of iheWth got into a light; getting the worst 
of the fight they ran to their quarters and 
got their muskets, loaded them and fixed 
iiayonets and returned, using offensive 
language. They were set upon, their mus- 
kets taken away from them and driven in- 
isde the gates of the quarantine grounds. 
This enraged nearly the entire detachment 
and they took a stand inside the gates with 
muskets loaded. 

By this time a large crowd had gathered 
about the gates, and stones were thrown at 
Hie armed men. The fight lasted half au 
hour with much vigor, and stones were 
used to a good purpose, wh -n finally a boat 
arrived having on board Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Nelson in command of the detachmentof 
the OGth, and he was informed as to the 
state of alTairs. He at ouce leaped ashore 
and hastened to the gate, commanding the 
men to desist and return to their quarters. 
His command was scarcely uttered when 
was shot by one of his own men, the 
)>all passing through his breast. He will 
probably die. He is a son of Judge Nel- 
son, ol Williams' Bridge, Westchester 
county, and about twenty-eight years of 
age. 

Captain Wilson, of the Naugatuck, was 
notified of the affair, and he ordered a 
squad of sailors with marines down to the 
scene of action, and arrested several of the 
rioters, also taking away the muskets of 
the others. The disturbance was then 
quelled. 

Among the wounded were W. P. King, 
a returned soldier employed in the cotton 
houses, shot in the right "leg, breaking the 
bone in two places. The leg will have to 
be amputated.

Difficulties of Reconstruction. 

Washington, June 22.— In view of the 
action of Governor Pierpont in calling the 
Legislature of Virginia together for the pur- 
pose of removing the disabilities of those 
who have been iu rebellion, aud allowing 
them to vote und hold office, a large dele 
gatiou of loval men of the State to-day 
visited President aud laid various matters 
of importance before him. During the in- 
terview a letter was submitted to the Presi- 
dent from General Wells, who performed 
such efficient services in the arrest of the 
assassins of President Lincoln. Gen. Wells 
provost marshal of defenses south of the 
Polomoe, says that very soon after the fall 
of Richmond I became aware that many of 
the leading secessionist* despairing of re- 
sisting by force of arms the power of the 
Government or mighty logic of events 
which was soon to make Virginia truly 
free, had determined to attempt by policy 
what we foresee they couldn't do, therefore 
it was that soon after that event these per- 
sons in considerable numk>ers and in such 
concert as to indicate the common purpose, 
appeared and took the oath of allegiance. 
An election for meuil>ers of the legislature 
was s .on to be held, aud among those who 
announced themselves as candidates, were 
some who bad uniformly refused to 
lake the oath and preferred tojlose their pro- 
l>erty, Ac, rather than acknowled^e^the su- 
premacy of the Government of the United 
States. 

How Hrerkinriilge and Party Escaped. 

New York, June 22.— The World's Ha- 
vana letter, describing the escape of Breck- 
iuridge and party, says they we'd in asmall 
boat to St. John's aud then hauled it across 
the country to Indian river and launched It 
iu the inlet communicating with the ocean, 
and moved down the coast sixty miles, sub- 
sisting on shell fish and turtle eggs. The 
United States guuboat saw them and sent a 
boat to find out who they were. Colonel 
Wood aud two others went out to meet the 
boat. He said that he was a fisherman and 
the balance of the party paroled rebel sol- 
diers. They exhibited their paroles and 
a ere allowed to go. Colonel Wood Invited 
the officer who examined his passports to 
go ashore and dine with them om shell fish, 
but he declined. That evening they left the 
shore, having a few dozen eggs and some 
clams, and reached Cardenas thirty-six 
hours afterwards. They sufTered much 
from hunger during the journey, and only 
one person at a time could sleep in the boat

Gov. Pici pout's Message. 

Washington, June 22.— Gov. Pierpont, 
in his message to the Legislature, recom- 
mends that the amnesty proclamation of 
the President, or oneof similar character to 
that, be substituted lor the one required by 
the Constitution as it now stands. He fur- 
ther says that the subject of negro suffrage 
is exciting great interest at present over 
the country, "but, as neither you nor I 
have control over that subject, it will not,, 
of course, lie a subject for your delibera- 
tions." 

I would recommend the passage of an act 
to legalize the marriage ot persons of color; 
he also recommends appropriations for the 
I •unatic Asylumns, aud the Institnte for 
the Deaf, Dumb and Blind; the increase of 
taxes to 15 cents on §100 worth of property; 
raising of the legal rate of interest to 7 3-10 
pei cent.; fixing of the day for electing the 
members of the legislature. 

The message closes by invoking the 
! lesslngs of God upon the State aud coun- 
try. 

A resolution was uuanimously passed in 
tho House that in the opinion of the General 
Assembly the time has arrived when it 
was safe and expedient to restore the rights 
of voters who are disfranchised by the 
provisions of the third article ot the consti- 
tution.

Hon. Martin t'onwaywus among them 
as representative, >xnd Generals Echols and 
St. John, an<l also twenty-five merchants 
of Richmond, who are worth each more 
than $20,000, which excludes them from 
immediate pardon according to the Presi- 
dent's proclamation. They represent that 
their present exclusion paralizes tneir en- 
ergies and prevents the application of their 
capital to business and the improvement of 
Richmond, which is now so desecrated 
owing to the late destru ction by fire.

Howard, of the Refugees and 
l'reedmens' Rureau, and will be put in 
charge of the State of Georgia, with orders 
to report to On, Saxton. 

The Fourth of July is to be appropriate- 
ly celebrated at Raleigh, North Carolina. 

There were thirty one petitions for par- 
don filed with the President to-day. There 
were three persons pardoned to-day, viz: 
Philip Lee, of Kentucky. John R. Davis, 
of Tennessee, and James L. Seward, for- 
merly member of the United Stales Con- 
gress from Georgia. 

For the position of Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury fat the city of New York, the 
names of Messrs. Van Pyck and Blatchford 
only are considered. The former has some- 
thing of an advantage, in the fact that no 
one objects to him whilst he is supported 
and backed by some ot the wealthiest and 
most influential men in the country. The 
latier.though urged by gentlemen of equally 
as great influence and res|>ectability, is op- 
posed by a formidable party. The opposi- 
tion appears to Ba tou tided solely upon po- 
litical grounds. The indications to-day are 
that Mr. Van Dyck will receive the appoint- 
ment. 

The South Carolina delegation arrived 
here to-day and had a pleasant interview 
with the President, and afterwards with the 
Secretary of War.

,Two compositorsemployeil on the Adver- 
tiser, one of whom put the advertisement, in 
type, were also brought along as witnesses 
against Gayle.

The Red River Disaster.— All accounts 
concur in visiting the severest censure upon 
the officers of the steamer Kentucky, recent- 
ly sunk in Red river, by which over two 
hundred lives were lost. Capt. Stephen J. 
Webber, of the transport steamer Colonel 
Chipiu, who went to the assistance of the 
passengers on the suiukeu steamer, and was 
instrumental in saving many lines, iu a let- 
ter published in the New Orleans Times, 
says : "The whole affair is very disastrous, 
involving a great loss of life, and in the 
opinion of all high minded and honorable 
men, as well as some who were on board 
with these officers of the boat, and also in 
my opinion too, the disaster could have 
been avoided, and that it only resulted from 
inattention and ignorance, as an investiga- 
tion of the same will prove. During the 
rescue of the people on board, and wile run- 
ning my small boat in person, I made use 
of the following language: 'If I had the 
power, I would haug the captain aud pilots 
to the first tree that I could find,' an asser- 
tion that 1 am prepared to maintain."

TUB River was slowlv rising yesterday 
with five feet four inches water in the canal 
in the evening by the mark. During the 
previous twenty-four hours it had risen two 
inches at the head of the falls and six inches 
at Portland. The weather was cloudy nnd 
warm during the day, the thermometer at 
85, with a very heavy tall of raiu during 
the night. 

On the falls last evening there were three 
feet four inches water down the Indiana 
chute and the river swelling. 

At Cincinnati the river was rising yester- 
day and the day before, the swell probably 
from Pittsburg. 

At Pittsburg on Monday evening last, as 
we learn from the Pittsburg Commercial, 
the river was rising with over nine feet wa- 
ter in the channel, adding, that "during 
the past thirty-six hours we have been vis- 
ited with heavy rains, that cannot fail to 
produce another rise in our rivers. Navi- 
gation has been resumed to all points. The 
arrivals include the Silver Cloud No. 2, from 
St. Louis; the Rayard, from Louisville; 
John S. Hall, from Parkersburg. On the 
wharf, business was moderately active. 
The Kate Putnam was receiving a large 
trip for Cairo and St. L uis. She is an- 
nounced for this evening. The Silver 
Cloud No. 2 is loading for Cincinnati, and 
will depart this day. unless the raiu pre- 
vents shippers delivering freights. 

The paj^rs say nothing about the depart- 
ure ol the fleet, but we learn that several 
tow boats have started with a good supply, 
including the Tom Jones for Memphis, Ac, 
and the Ormsby for Olmsted & O' Cone er, 
all of this city. 

There were still eight feet water at Pitts- 
burg yesterday, which will keep the river 
at a* good stage for some days to come, and 
insures the sure transit of the coal fleet, 
and we have no doubt that all the tow boa Us 
that could l>e got ready have started. We 
hope to hear that the retail price of coal has 
been reduced to twenty cents per bushel. 

We thank J. W. Johns. Jr., the attentive 
clerk of the Lady Gay, for full files of New 
Orleans dates of the 15th, and a river me- 
morandum, forwarded from Cairo. 

Memphis papers of the 19th announce the 
arrival of the Lady from Sun Flower river, 
with 226 bales ot cotton, and the Mattie, 
trom St. Francis, with 47 balesof the staple. 
The latter reports the people hard at work 
on their farms along that stream, where 
good crops will be raised. 

The Clifton left Memphis on the 20lh for 
Cincinnati. 

The Palestine, Emma Floyd, and others 
of the fleet from Johnsonville, Tennessee 
river, were at Cairo on the 20th, with troops 
bound for Red river, and New Orleans. 
Some of the soldiers were very much dis- 
satisfied, and mutinous, being very unwill- 
ing to be sent away down South. 

The Steamer Bermcda Sunk.— By 
special dispatch to Capt. Pink Varble yes- 
terday morning from Smithland we learn I i 
that the Cumberland river packet Bermu- 
da, hence for Nashville, had been snagged 
and sunk one mile above Smithland. The 
dispatch was from Capt. Evins, the captain 
of the boat, and the only particulars given 
are that she sank in twelve feet water. 

The Bermuda was the regular Louisville 
and Nashville packet, and left this port last 
Monday evening well freighted with an 
assorted cargo ot merchandize, flour, drugs, 
groceries, and agricultural implements, for 
the Cumberland river, all of which can be 
saved, though no doubt most of it will be 
damaged. She is comparatively a new 
boat, was purchased by Capt. Varble last 
year. He values her at 990,000. and was 
covered by insurance in the local officers in 
this city to the amount of 920,000.
